The city has seen a slew of new, protected bike lanes on tunSfviH'- 
trafficked streets and a bike-sharing program that allows ca-mm.iJttTy ;md 
leisure-riders to rent bikes at stations around the city 


Many veteran cyclists have praised 
these changes, along with plans for a 
“flyover” bike path at Navy Pier to re- 
place a bottlenecked patch of bike trail 
where cyclists mingle with cars and pe- 
destrians. But some also are up in arms 
over Alayor Emanuel’s push to fine cy- 
clists more for traffic violations. 

On Wednesday the city council ap- 
proved an ordinance to raise fines for 
drivers who door cyclists and cyclists who 
break traffic rules. It would raise the fines 
for cyclists from a $25 fixed fee to a range 
of $50 to $200, depending on the viola- 
tion. And for those who open a vehicle 
door into the path of a cycHst, the fine 
jumps to $1,000 (up from $500). Those 
who leave a vehicle door open in traffic 
would have to cough up $300 (up from 
$150). The ordinance also would loosen 
the rules about where and how cyclists 
can share the road with motorists. 

“I think everyone’s going to be a little 
mad about the fines no matter what,” 
said Harrison Keyes, 21, an Old Town 
resident and regular bike-commuter. 
“But in terms of safety I think there’s 
more cyclists who would stop for a Hght, 
even at 2 in the morning, even if there 
are no cars coming.” 

Keyes said he already feels safer riding 
in the city this year thanks to new pro- 
tected lanes. 

“I’ll go out of my way to ride on Dear- 
born or Kinzie now because they are

Employment rate 
remains bleak

Forget the unemployment rate. The employ- 
ment rate — the percentage of adult Americans 
who hold a job— has barely budged in the past 
three years. It’s hovering near its lowest level 
in three decades, and it’s unlikely to improve 
when the Labor Department releases its May 
jobs report Friday 

About 58.6 percent of the civilian popula- 
tion over age 16 had a job as of April, according 
to the federal Bureau of Labor Statistics. This 
rate— officially called the “employment-popu- 
lation ratio”— has been stuck in that range for 
several years. The last time it was this low was 
in 1983. 

Looking at the job market using that mea- 
sure paints a stark picture. Sure, companies 
have been hiring, but they’ve been creating 
jobs at a pace that merely keeps up with re- 
cent population growth. It’s not enough to also 
make up for the jobs lost in the crisis. 

That’s why the needle simply hasn’t moved. 

Contrast that with the tale told by the un- 
employment rate, which fell from 10 percent 
in October 2009 to 7.5 percent in April. The 
unemployment rate only includes jobless peo- 
ple who have searched for work in the last four 
weeks. It skips over those who left the labor 
force entirely because they retired, went back 
to school or simply gave up on finding a job. 

“The unemployment rate is really not that 
helpful right now in understanding trends in 


job opportunities because we’ve had so many 
dropouts,” said Heidi Shierholz, an economist 
at the Economic Policy Institute, a liberal re- 
search group. 

The employment-population ratio isn’t per- 
fect either. Over time, it’s expected to decline 
as the US. population ages. Eventually a wave 
of baby boomer retirements will leave a smaller 
proportion of the US. population participat- 
ing in the workforce. 

But once you strip out the retirement effect 
to look at the employment rate only for work- 
ers ages 25 to 54— those who should be in the 
prime of their careers — the story of stagnation 
remains. The employment rate for that popu- 
lation was 75.9 percent as of April. It, too, has 
barely changed over the last three years, and 
matches levels not seen since 1984. 

Shierholz calls the employment rate the sin- 
gle best measure on the job market right now 

“It’s my desert-island indicator,” she said. 
“If I’m an economist on a desert island, and I 
had one measure to look at, this is the one I’d 
want.” 

The bad news is that it’s unlikely to improve 
any time soon. The US. adult population grows 
by about 200,000 people each month, and in 
the last 12 months, the economy has added an 
average of 173,000 jobs each month. 

“This reflects an economy that has hit yet 
another soft patch,” said Sal Guatieri, senior 
economist at BMO Capital Markets.

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Brit Marling’s latest film 
infiltrates Hollywood

Brit Marling seems to have a thing for pun- 
ishment. In ‘^^nother Earth,” the Winnetka 
native wrote about a woman seeking redemp- 
tion following a vehicular manslaughter; in her 
film opening ¥hday, “The East,” an anarchist 
group seeks vengeance on corporations for 
harming the public. 

“Do I feel like I should be punished? I 
never linked those two, but you’re right,” the 
actress/co-writer says at the Waldorf Astoria 
Hotel. “I think Another Earth’ was a lot about 
grief and figuring out how to build another life 
for yourself out of the ashes of a former life. 
In {‘The East’}, too, there’s that feeling. Benji 
{Alexander Skarsgard] literally sets his house 
on fire and builds a new life out of the ashes of 
a former life. So something’s going on here!” 

The 29 -year-old actress, seen recently 
alongside Shia LaBeouf in “The Company %u 
Keep” and Richard Gere in ‘Arbitrage,” recog- 
nizes that she, too, changed paths to begin an- 


other life. Most people don’t graduate as vale- 
dictorian from Georgetown University (where 
she majored in economics and studio art) and 
then decide in their early 20s to be actors. 

“It’s sort of ludicrous,” Marling says. 

Needless to say, Marling’s not looking back. 
She was the darling of the 2011 Sundance Eilm 
Eestival thanks to ‘Another Earth” and “Sound 
of My Voice.” “The East,” Marling’s second 
collaboration as star/co-writer with “Voice” 
director/co-writer Zal Batmanglij, easily bests 
the pair’s previous film by confronting com- 
plicated subject matter with excitement and 
convincing moral gray areas. 

Marling plays Sarah, who infiltrates the titu- 
lar anarchist group (which includes Skarsgard 
and Ellen Page) that aims to give companies 
a taste of their own dangerous medicine. The 
terrifying examples in the film come from re- 
ality Marling says, citing a recent PBS special 
that identified pharmaceutical drugs that are 
prescribed loosely and result in numerous, ad- 
verse side effects. 

Sarah’s experiences living off the map 
come from real life as well. In 2009, Marling 


and Batmanglij spent the summer traveling 
around America, living with freegans, anar- 
chist collectives and other similar groups and 
surviving on discarded food. Marling learned 
a lot, particularly about dumpster diving. One 
tip: Don’t wear sandals. 

“The sandals slid off, my foot went into 
something really squishy and mushy and un- 
identified,” she recalls of a particularly un- 
pleasant dumpster diving memory “But you 
learn after a while to not care about that sort 
of stuff %u become less afraid of everything, 
and by the end of it Zal and I were rolling out 
our sleeping bags and sleeping in parks and 
sleeping outside of train stations and sleep- 
ing on rooftops. You don’t see spaces the same 
way that you did before. You feel a lot less 
afraid, which is one of the powerful things 
about these people.” 

The scavenging wasn’t all bad— she remem- 
bers finding organic peanut butter and bread 
and making the “best peanut butter {and} 
banana sandwich I’ve ever had”— particu- 
larly because of how it played into the com- 
munal, open-minded nature of the outsiders 


with whom she spent time. Many people may 
imagine a stereotype about someone who eats 
food from a dumpster or lives in an alternative 
setting, but Marling says the type of person 
making those choices has changed. 

“I think everyone is really grappling with 
the question right now of, ‘How do you live 
your life?’ When you recognize that a lot of 
the way that we can live in the first world is 
because of the oppression of so many other 
people, when you really think about that, 
it becomes hard to not want to address it in 
some way” 

In “The East,” Sarah discovers people de- 
termining how to counteract that oppression, 
and whether ends justify the means. The situ- 
ations are anything but clear-cut. ‘Are you poi- 
soning {the pharmaceutical company} if it’s 
with a legal, pharmaceutical drug that is their 
drug?” Marling posits. “What is the charge 
there? And they were invited {to the party}! 
There’s not exactly a breaking and enter- 
ing charge ... It’s hard to say anymore exactly 
what’s right and what’s wrong.”

At a glance, few actors intimi- 
date less than Ellen Page. She’s 
the size of an ottoman and 
sounds like a mouse that learned 
to speak. 

As part of an eco-terrorist 
group in the riveting, morally 
challenging thriller “The East,” 
though. Page and her colleagues 
transfer frustration toward 
unpunished, evil corporations 
into chilling acts of revenge.

Thankfully Marling and co-writer/director Zal Bat- 
manglij confront the hidden procedures and compli- 
cated mentalities behind secret societies far better than 
their previous collaboration (“Sound of My Voice”). 
Sarah understandably becomes swept up in the East’s 
mission, seeing their work not just as the vigilante jus- 
tice she’s tasked with stopping but a possible instance of 
ends justifying the means. 

The film broadly demonizes its corporate villains 
and doesn’t really examine how they can get away with 
such unthinkable behavior in the first place. Yet this is 
a big step forward for a filmmaking team that’s clearly 
fascinated by outsider culture and its intersection with 
the world from which it diverges. 

“Poison our habitat; we’ll poison yours,” says Izzy 
(Page), taking “eye for an eye” to a greater extreme when 
acting on behalf of the many people the East aims to 
save. Labeled as terrorism, it’s shocking, but as Sarah 
learns, that doesn’t make it easy to dismiss.

Somewhere in his 
succession of playing 
lovable jerks, Vince 
Vaughn (“Swing- 
ers,” “Fred Claus,” 
“Couples Retreat,” 
etc.) stopped caring 
about being lovable. 
His motor-mouth shtick, undercut by a smirk 
to suggest he only mostly means what he says, 
congealed into nasty arrogant autopilot— the 
bro who tells himself he’s the funniest guy in 
the room and keeps talking talking talking to 
drown out the absence of laughter. 

That brings us to “The Internship,” for 
which the Lake Forest-raised actor created the 
story, co-wrote the script, produced and stars 
as a fish out of water who essentially demands 
that the water come to him. Billy (Vaughn) 
and Nick (Owen Wilson, Vaughn’s co-star 
from the smug, over-praised “Wedding Crash- 
ers”) maybe the oldest, least-experienced 
interns at Google, but they do next to nothing 
to adapt to the situation. 

Perpetuating outdated stereotypes about, 
apparently America’s clueless youth and 
tech-sawy nerds, the smarmy pair believes 
their fun-loving attitude and life experience 
supersede their colleagues’ education and 
work ethic and interest in collaborating with 
professional people. To be fair, though, the 
guys land the gig after being extremely obnox- 
ious and clueless in a video-chat interview, so 
their superiors pretty much implied that such 
behavior would be tolerated. 

Aside from the presence of Max MingheUa, 
who’s typically annoying as BiUy and Nick’s 
chief rival during team competitions for 
full-time jobs, “The Internship” is the polar 
opposite of “The Social Network,” depict- 
ing innovation and intelligence as if they’re 
merely the fruits of ideas burped out by an ag- 
ing slacker who doesn’t know when to shut up.

Billy— is more relevant than he seems, even 
though he lamely calls his manager Lyle (he 
of the “Fist me; get up in there” line from 
the excruciating trailer) “Gomer Lyle” and 
abbreviates “farm to table” as “FzT.” Other 
comedic fodder includes mindless jokes about 
Alzheimer’s and skin cancer, mocking an 
overweight young girl for doing gymnastics 
and Will Ferrell’s minor character channeling 
Scott Disick and asking, “Have you done the 
back door yet?” 

Like the Heat/Spurs series, there’s no one to 
root for in the condescending, disingenuous 
“The Internship,” and Vaughn really doesn’t 
want us to think about the women. Every 
female character is depicted as a beautiful sex 
object or an unattractive bitch. Poor Rose 
Byrne plays a Google employee who of course 
needs to work less and date more. Her char- 
acter’s name may as well be “Nick’s token love 
interest,” though there’s no sense of why she’s 
the keeper who finally motivates him to have a 
relationship longer than three months. 

Following Vaughn’s full-length Costco ad 
“The Watch,” “The Internship” promotes 
Google while also making jokes like people 
saying “My noogler” in reference to a new 
Googler and generally establishing an ex- 
tremely negative association with a brand that 
really needs no advertising. While the Ameri- 
can job market isn’t exactly booming, “The 
Internship” still arrives late to the issue— 3 1/2 
years after George Clooney in “Up in the Air” 
and 2 1/2 years after the Ben Affleck-starring

If Vaughn cared about timing or comedic 
timing, though, he wouldn’t open the movie 
singing along to Alanis Morissette’s “Ironic,” 
which only proves that, yes, there is away that 
song can be worse.

their house and do something much, much 
worse than ask to borrow a cup of sugar. 

Much of writer-director James DeMona- 
co’s point, however, is that the purge— dur- 
ing which some folks hold purge parties and 
others just hole up and watch purge events 
on TV— becomes an opportunity for the rich 
to hunt the poor, like an extension of the hor- 
rifying YouTube videos featuring people beat- 
ing the homeless. As he strives to protect his 
wife (Lena Headey) and two kids, James must 
decide what to do when a wealthy white kid 
bent on milking the purge for all it’s worth 
demands that James release from his house 
a hiding homeless black man, dubbed “filthy 
swine” by the guy who wants to kill him, or 
face the consequences. 

How disappointing, then, that DeMona- 
co’s idea so bests his execution. A promising 
psychological thriller devolves into run-of- 


the-mill horror, with predictable jump-scares 
and people constantly being saved at the 
last second. It’s intriguing and disturbing to 
consider what people might do with deadly 
permission, but “The Purge” would go a lot 


deeper into our terribly violent society if it 
explored the anger that builds up between 
ordinary citizens, and how it’s normally 
released. Or just how folks in 2022 deal with 
the other 364 days of the year.

Don’t trust test audiences

I like a good 
coming-of-age story as much as anyone, but 
this inexplicable Sundance hit (which also fea- 
tures brief appearances from Hannibal Buress 
and Tony Hale) deserves a time-out, not an 
allowance boost. I mean, multiple jokes act as 
if racism is hilarious, and there’s a gag in which 
the film’s most excruciating character says he 
thinks he’s gay because his lungs fill with fluid 
as seasons change ... only to be corrected by 
the hero, who says, no, that’s cystic fibrosis. 
Hilarious stuff, clearly 
Poorly acted and directed, “The Kings of 
Summer” relies primarily on cliche while try- 
ing way too hard for laughs. The film is about 
the exploits of 15-year-old best pals Joe (Nick 
Robinson) and Patrick (Gabriel Basso of

as having a gender,” to tag along and join their 
little forest club. 

The pursuits of young boys to become 
young men frequently have merit, and first- 
time feature writer Chris Galletta doesn’t 
make too much out of the building of the 
house or its maintenance. (I did wonder 
about the whole plumbing issue, though.) 

The movie’s just such a pain in the ass. That’s 
whether stealing the notion of parents who 
can’t remember the name of celebs or their 
movies from “Saturday Night Live”— Patrick’s 
mom, played by Mullally thinks Will Smith in 
“Hancock” is actually Will Prince in “Heim- 
lich”— or delivering a contrived (figurative) 
knife in the back of one of the guys for cheap 
dramatic purposes. 

Not surprisingly Kelly (Erin Moriarty), 
who always seems extremely interested in Joe, 
starts out with an older jackass of a boyfriend 
who quickly vanishes. It’s not necessarily 
formulaic that Joe’s sister (Brie) dates a total 
doofus (Eugene Cordero) or that Joe’s dad 
(Offerman) freezes out his son as away of 
coping with his wife’s death. It’s just bad, bad 
writing.

Auto-correct accurately 
calls it Violent and lousy* 



To my knowledge, 
no NewTbrk crime 
drama has ever con- 
tained more patty- 
cake than “Violet & 
Daisy” 

Three times 
characters play the 
child’s game in this appalling effort from 
writer-director Geoffrey Fletcher, who won 
an Oscar for writing “Precious.” His cutesy 
premise features young, innocent-looking 
hitwomen who both fawn over a pop star’s 
new clothing line and jump on the chests of 
recently wounded enemies, calling it “the 
internal bleeding dance.” 

Pals and partners in murder-for-hire 
Violet (Alexis Bledel) and Daisy (Saoirse 
Ronan) hesitate to take a supposedly “easy 
gig” until they realize the earnings will allow 
them to buy the new Barbie Sunday dresses, 
which will, like, totally change their lives in 
unexplained ways. So they go to kill Michael

(James Gandolfini) at his apartment, except 
he’s not there and the girls fall asleep on 
the couch. When they wake up, Michael’s 
covered them with a blanket. Even after the 
pair pummels his chair with bullets, thinking 
he was sitting there, the guy comes out of 
the kitchen with fresh-baked cookies (and a 
death wish) and wants to chat. In screenwrit- 
ing, they call this, “Things that would never 
happen ever and thus lead to a movie that’s 
not even in the same hemisphere as convinc- 
ing.” 

Presenting the film in chapters (such as 
“4: Violet’s Odyssey”) as if that automatically 
makes the overstylized “Violet & Daisy” a 
fable, Fletcher mistakes flippant smugness 
for cool and awkwardly lunges for meaning 
without developing the characters. Bledel 


is arch and sarcastic instead of complicated, 
while Ronan, who made a much better teen- 
age killer in “Hannah,” is having the worst 
year of her professional life with “V&D” and 
the pathetic misfire “The Host.” 

The girls wear numbers that indicate their 
assassin rankings, which seems like a foolish, 
easy way for witnesses to identify them. They 
unload bullets without silencers and then 


half-heartedly worry about forensics while, 
somehow, no one sounds the alarm after 
all that gunfire. If the film is meant to be 
a genre-bending take on the loss of inno- 
cence — I much prefer the unjustly maligned 
“Sucker Punch”— Fletcher should have done 
more than just applaud himself after writing 
“Diablo Cody” on one hand and “Quentin 
Tarantino” on the other.
